Season's Rainfall 


Record Lags Far 


Behind Last Year 


The 1944-45 rainfall record is 
lagging according to records at 
the fire departm ent. 
First rain this m onth fell last 
Sunday, .02 of an inch being re­ 
corded. Then W ednesday night a 
brisk rainfall added another .26 
of an inch, bringing the m onth’s 
total to yesterday afternoon to 
.28 of an inch and th e season’s 
total to 2.23 inches. On the same 
day last year the season’s total 
was 7.45 inches. 
W hile the 1944 D ecem ber rain­ 
fall to tal now 
stands 
at 2.23 
inches, last year 5.70 inches had 
fallen betw een Dec. 1 and Dec. 
28. 
W hile this year is behind that 
of last year, it is ahead of 
the 
1942-43 season w hen only .53 of 
an inch had been recorded from 
July 1 to Dec. 24. T hat season, 
however, the total was 9.93 inches, 
heavy rainfall in January m ak­ 
ing up the difference.

The pictures w ill show rose-gar­ 
dens in America and Europe, in

Zones on the m ountains of South 
America. At different elevations 
the clim ate changes, and w ith it 
the anim als and plants. In m uch 
more recent tim es C. H. M erriam 
made a careful 
study 
of the 
Zones as found in N orth A m eri­ 
ca, and listed the species ch ar­ 
acteristic 
of the several zones. 
This proved to be of value for 
agriculture 
and 
horticulture, 
since, from th e study of the wild 
life of a locality, it w as possible 
to infer w hat could be 
grow n 
there. Palm Springs, in the Lower 
Sonoran Zone, is siutated at the 
base of San Jacinto, and by as­ 
cending the m ountain one 
may 
pass through tw o or three 
Life 
Zones. Thus th e region is of m ore 
than ordinary interest for 
the 
biologists.

6,000 New Motor 


Coaches After War 


Six thousand m otor coaches, 
presenting an investm ent of $90 
million, will be ordered by the 
nation’s intercity 
bus lines as 
soon as the lifting of w artim e 
priorities perm its their m anufac­ 
ture. In addition, a program of 
rehabilitatng all present equip­ 
m ent will provide em ploym ent 
for tens of thousands of autom o­ 
tive w orkers. These w ere the 
findings of the N ational Associa­ 
tion of M otor Bus O perators as 
the organization completed a su r­ 
vey 
of 
the 
industry’ 
postw ar 
needs. 
“Normally, the country's in ter­ 
city bus lines require upw ards of 
2,000 m otor coaches a year,” said 
A rthur M. Hill, association pres­ 
ident. “Because transportation is 
vital to the w ar effort, the m anu- 
facure of a lim ited num ber of 
buses has been perm itted in the 
past three years but far less than 
the 
actual 
requirem ents 
w ere 
met. Furtherm ore, these are Vic­ 
tory models th a t lack the com fort 
and 
luxury 
features 
postw ar 
travelers w ill demand. 
"While the intercity bus indus­ 
try ’s requirem ent of 6,000 m otor 
coaches 
m ay 
appear 
sm all 
in 
comparison 
w ith the projected 
m arket for passenger cars,” Mr 
H ill explained, “it should be re ­ 
m em bered th a t highw ay buses, 
w ith new luxury appointm ents, 
w ill average $15,000 in cost and 
w ill require 
a correspondingly 
greater num ber of m an hours for 
m anufacture. 
Even 
w hen 
the 
pent-up dem and is m et, the an ti­ 
cipated postw ar travel boom w ill 
send requirem ents for subsesuent 
years above previous levels.” 
The plans of nearly all bus 
com panies also provide for the 
com plete rebuilding of a m ajor 
portion of th eir fleets w hen m an­ 
pow er and parts are available. 
T his w ill offer em ploym ent for 
thousands of ex-service men.

Proponents 
of 
the

m aintained th at all argum ents in 
favor of the purchase h ad been 
presented and th a t all th e re re­ 
m ained now w as to exercise the 
first option or reject it. 
In a prepared statem ent which 
he read to council, Mr. Turonnet 
said that since the city seemed 
determ ined to purchase th e prop­ 
erty, there w ere less expensive 
w ays to do it th an those pro­ 
posed. 


READS STATEMENT 


H is statem ent follows: 
“N aturally in order to be con­ 
sistent I am compelled to vote 
no on the approval of th is new 
lease and option. However, as a 
m em ber of this council I feel it 
my duty to com m end or criticize 
th e different propositions brought 
before said council. Therefore: 
“1. The new offer now being 
m ade 
to 
the 
City 
of 
Palm 
Springs by the stockholders of 
th e Field Club is higher th a n the 
offer that w as voted upon by the 
voters of Palm Springs. T he new 
price is $2 higher for re n t plus 
several hundred dollars in taxes. 
You will rem em ber th at in the 
previous offer th e Field C lub was 
selling all of the property to the 
C ity outright and taking a m ort­ 
gage to secure th e two following 
paym ents thus elim inating the 
C ity 
from 
paying 
any 
taxes 
w hatsoever. 


LEAST COSTS MOST 


“2. The City is offered th e least 
valuable third o f the property 
for the highest price assum ing 
th a t (according to the Cham ber 
of Comm erce) about $7,500 worth 
of stock w ill be given to th e city 
at the tim e of purchase of the 
second third. Should the C ity for 
an y reason not tak e up th e sec­ 
ond option it w ould find itself in 
th e position of having paid well 
over $1,000 per acre for a piece 
of 
alm ost 
bare 
desert 
land. 
Therefore, I cannot consent to 
th is part of the lease and option. 
“3. As you know , the C ity has 
paid the sum of $833.33 as rental 
of said Field C lub from J u ly 1 to 
Novem ber 30. 1944. Still in the 
above m entioned option, th e City 
is asked to pay interest an d taxes 
starting on Ju ly 1, 1944. In other 
w ords, if w e buy on D ecem ber 31 
w e im m ediately owe 6 m onth’s 
interest on th e unpaid balance. 
On the other hand, if w e don’t 
buy, 
we 
don’t 
owe 
anything. 
G entlem en, you w ouldn’t expect 
m e to buy und er this k in d of an 
arrangem ent. In m y opinion, the 
interest on any unpaid balance 
should start from th e day of pur­ 
chase. 


SUGGGESTS ALTERNATE 


“N evertheless, inasm uch as the 
m ajority of th is Council seems 
bound and determ ined to pur­ 
chase this property, perm it me to 
m ake the follow ing suggestion: 
“T hat th e C ity reject th e pres­ 
e n t option and im m ediately make 
th e 
stockholders 
of th e 
Field 
C lub an offer to buy th e prop­ 
erty now fenced in, approxim ate­ 
ly 30 acres, a t a price of $27,166.­ 
67. (We absolutely have no use 
for the 10 acres of bare, desert 
land not fenced in). 
“This proposal would 
enable 
th e City to operate on a pay as 
you go basis and m ost of all 
w ould give us extra funds to 
spend on the m uch needed recre­ 
ational facilities. 


COULD BE EXTENDED 


"Some of you may d oubt that 
th e 
stockholders of th e 
Field 
C lub would not agree to th is new 
offer but let m e rem ind y o u that 
on November 10 an article ap­ 
peared in The D esert S un under 
th e signature of C arl G. Lykken, 
president of th e Palm Springs 
Field Club, saying in p a rt that, I 
quote ‘should th e city fin d the 
proposed three years term to be 
burdensom e and seek m ore len­ 
ien t terms, our board of directors 
h ave agreed to recom mend to 
th eir stockholders a m ore liberal 
paym ent plan to be extended 
o ver a period of six years, with 
m axim um annual paym ents of 
$6 ,000’. 
“Therefore, I feel that it is not 
too much to assum e th a t if we 
are offered six year term s this 
could not easily be extended to 
tw ice or three tim es th a t length. 
I feel certain th a t should the 
Field Club C orporation w an t to 
dissolve at any tim e d u rin g the 
period th at these paym ents are 
being made it could easily find 
s o m e o n e 
to 
underw rite 
the 
am ount owed inasm uch as the se­ 
curity would be tb e City o f Palm 
Springs 
“I urge you gentlem en to agree 
w ith me on this new proposition 
in order th at I m ay put th e above 
proposal in the form of a mo­ 
tion.’’ 


Highway, to Remove Through Traffic 


From Palm Canyon Drive, Flood Control 


Discussed at Mass Meeting Last Night 


The state highw ay commission-,' 
has no intention of forcing any 
route 
down 
any 
com m unity’s 
throat, E. P. Jones, right of way 
engineer for district V III of the 
state highw ay com m ission and B. 
A. Sw itzer, traffic m anager for 
d istrict VIII, from D istrict E n­ 
gineer E. Q. Sullivan's office in 
San Bernardino, told a represen­ 
tativ e gathering of citizens, m eet­ 
ing a t the city council cham bers 
last night. 
The two m en w ere in the Vil­ 
lage to address the group on the 
proposed road to by-pass Palm 
S prings from a point north of 
the city, to C athedral City. 
C ity M anager Ray M. Sorum 
presided at the session and in ­ 
troduced the speakers. H e called 
attentio n to a m ass m eeting held 
some tim e ago a t w hich a con­ 
census of the city on highways 
m atters was sought. H e explain­ 
ed th a t Mr. Jones and Mr. Sw it­ 
zer w ere in th e Village to pre­ 
sent th e state’s view s on the m at­ 
ter. 
Mr. Jones w as introduced first 
and opened by saying th at the 
term "by-pass” w as an unfortun­ 
ate 
one. 
W hat 
the 
proposed 
road should be called, he said, 
w as “relief road”. 


TRA FFIC PROBLEM 


Because of grades and wind on 
the present route of 99-60-70, he 
said, m ore and m ore truckers 
w ere using state highw ay 111, 
Palm Canyon drive, on their trips 
from interior points to th e coast. 
H e said it was creating a traffic 
problem in Palm Springs and the 
state w as only acting to relieve 
this situation. H e said th at th e 
state w as not going to force the 
road on Palm S prings but that 
th e Village, if it w anted the 
highw ay, would have to ask for 
it. U pon questioning, he said th at 
approxim ately 10 per cent of the 
through traffic w as now using 
P alm Canyon d riv e instead of the 
highw ay on th e other side of the 
valley because of adverse condi­ 
tions over there. More and more 
traffic would, in time, adopt the 
road through th e city, he said. 
Mr. Switzer, traffic engineer, 
said 
th a t conditions 
in 
Palm 
Springs were rapidly becoming 
serious and th a t the relief road 
w ould elim inate much congestion 
here. 
The 
proposed 
road, 
it 
was 
pointed out, w as not planned to 
be an all-out freew ay w ith clover 
leafs and no cross traffic, but a 
lim ited 
access highw ay, 
which 
w as defined as a w ide road, fenc­ 
ed in to prevent ribbon develop­ 
m ent of busines establishm ents, 
w ith egress and ingress approx­ 
im ately every h alf mile. 


ASK QUESTIONS 


M any Villagers w ere present to 
ask questions about th e proposed 
road 
and in response, 
Messrs. 
Jones and Sw itzer said the rout­ 
ing w ould be entirely in line w ith 
th e desires of Palm Springs, th at 
appropriate crossings would be 
provided to p revent a division of 
th e city, and th a t th e sole in­ 
ten t w as to relieve a growing 
traffic problem on Palm Canyon 
drive. 
The representatives of the dis­ 
trict engineer’s office said that 
the new road w as not a full free­ 
way, intended to split the desir­ 
able p a rt of th e desert in two 
pieces and b uilt w ithout regard 
to w ishes of th e adjacent prop­ 
erty owners. 
In fact, they said, it m ay not 
be b uilt for som e tim e and w hen 
it is built, it w ill be on request of 
the city. 
A fter 
the 
dep artu re 
of the 
state h i g h w a y representatives, 
th e question of flood control was 


brought up. Assem blym an-Elect 
Phil Boyd told th e gathering that 
since the mass m eeting at which 
inclusion of Palm Springs in a 
countyw ide 
flood 
control 
pro­ 
gram w as proposed, changes had 
been m ade in the set-up to elim ­ 
inate m any local objections. 
At a previous m eeting, opposi­ 
tion had been expressed because 
Palm Springs had been placed 
in a large district and it was 
feared because of the high as­ 
sessed valuation here, Villagers 
would pay a large share of the 
costs w ithout receiving comen- 
surate benefits. 


ZONE BY ITSELF 


Mr. Boyd explained that under 
the proposed new plan, th e Vil­ 
lage w ould be in a zone largely 
to itself and th at if no w ork was 
contem plated, th e cost w ould be 
no m ore than charges at present 
for flood work. H e said th a t in 
his capacity as representative of 
this district, he w anted to learn 
its w ishes to act accordingly at 
Sacram ento. He said th at a t this 
tim e he did not w ant a definite 
statem ent on th e Village stand 
but urged his listeners to watch 
and study the m atter and when 
concrete plans w ere offered, to 
be prepared to le t him know the 
local concensus. 
Taking a part in the discussion 
from the Village w ere M ayor E. 
E. T herieau, C ulver Nichols, a 
m em ber of the county flood con­ 
trol committee, Frances E. Crock­ 
er, Tom Lipps, W illiam H illery of 
C athedral 
City, 
Harold 
Hicks, 
C ham ber of Commerce Secretary 
W alter Kofeldt, C arl G. Lykken, 
Charles J. B urket, Phil Delano, 
Frank Cutler, Raym ond C ree and 
others.

It is clearly evident that 
so 
many problems are pressing for 
solution in our community 
that 
monthly meetings of our cham­ 
ber of commerce will have to be 
resumed. These were discontin­ 
ued shortly after Pearl Harbor so 
that no activity should be carried 
on in our village that 
would 
detract from whatever war ef­ 
fort we could offer. There is no 
evidence that the war effort will 
be less. There are certain things 
that m ust be considered such as 
sanitation, fire 
protection 
and 
flood control. Hand in hand and 
more important than anyone of 
these items is the planning for 
post-war activity. 
Now comes a new problem that 
should also be settled before the 
building boom is permitted to get 
under way. The Riverside plan­ 
ning commission is not unfriend­ 
ly to the establishment of a set­ 
back space along the entire high­ 
way in this area on the desert. 
The commissions engineer and 
planning 
technician, 
K. Irving 
Marshall, 
contacted 
President 
Wolseth, 
Dr. Wilbor 
and 
the 


writer in Palm Springs during 
the bus hearing, we were attend­ 
ing, and it was agreed that we 
should contact 
the 
interested 
property owners and be ready to 
discuss the m atter 
with 
Mr. 
Marshall when 
he 
comes 
to 
Cathedral City 
in 
about 
two 
weeks. 
While the desire of the engi­ 
neer is to establish a set-back of 
50 feet, that is 25 feet on each 
side of our present 80-foot high­ 
way which would provide a space 
of 130 feet 
between buildings 
opposite each other on the high­ 
way, it was explained that ow­ 
ing to the peculiar shape of some 
of our lots that would not 
be 
advisable. 
Economy of space may be very 
desirable in congested cities but 
is neither necessary nor desired 
on the desert. However, 
eight 
highway lots in our village are 
shaped like a wedge of cheese 
with the point cut off and these 
cut off points measuring 25 feet 
and more on the cut. Any large 
set-back on these lots or 
the 
rather short ones adjoining would

use. 
Property owners facing on the 
highway will be asked to meet 
and consider what variations will 
be necessary and yet lend all as­ 
sistance to a most desirable idea.

I mentioned the bus hearing

even the Pacific Greyhound sub­ 
mitted 
a 
letter 
saying 
they 
would not oppose the 
Tanner 
franchise. The service will 
no 
doubt be authorized and our job 
will be to quickly produce 
the 
number of passengers which our 
local committee told the com­ 
mission would be available 
to 
support the venture. 
From here the three daily trips 
will depart from VanFleet Ave­ 
nue and Highway 111 at 8:16 and 
10:46 in the forenoon, and 5:16 
in the evening for Palm Springs. 
These three trips are return trips 
that start from Palm Springs out 
to Cathedral City about 16 min­ 
utes earlier. Children under 5 
with adults, free. Those 5 to 12 
years old, 20 cents, and full fare 
is 40 cents. Usual hand buggage 
will be carried free so that parties 
wishing to take trains from Palm 
Springs station may take local 
bus from here to Palm Springs 
and there transfer to the bus to 
the station.
